They affe& the Flowers of Rlicto- 
rick before they underftand the Parts of $ in 
the ordinar Converfation of this Town, there are 
fo many who can, as they call it, talk well, that 
there is not One in Twenty that talks to be under- 
ftood. This proceeds from an Ambition to excel, 
or, as the Term is, to thine, in Company. 
Matter.is not to make themfelves _underftood, but 
admired. They come together with a certain Emu- 
lation, rather than Benevolence. When you fail 
among fuch Companions, the fafe Way is to give 
our felf up, and fet the Orators declaim for your 
(teem, and trouble your felf no further. Jt is faid, 
that a Poet mutt be born fo; but I think it may be 
such better 1aid of an Orator, efpecialiy when we 
talk of our Town-Poets and Orators; but the 
Town-Pocts are full of Rules ahd Laws, the 
Town-Orators go through thick and thin, and 
are, foriooth, Perions of fuch eminent natural 
Parts and Knowledge of the World, that they de- 
fpife all Mcn as unexperienced Scholafticks who 
wait for an Occafion before they fpeak, or who 
{peak no more than is neceflary. They had half 
er{waded me to go to the Tavern the oiher Night, 
o that a Gentleman whifpered me, Prithee, Zfaac, 
go wiih us; there is Tom Varxifo will be there, 
and he isa Fellow that tulksas well as any Man in 
- England. 
inult confefs, when a Man exprefles himfelf 
well upow any Occafion, and his falling into an 
Account of.any Subject ariles from a Defize to 
oblige the Company, or from Fulnefs of the Cir- 
cumliance it ielt, fothat his {peaking of it at large 
is occafioned only by the Qpenuets of a Compa- 
nion ; | iay, in fuck a Caie as ihis, it is wot ouly 
pardonable, but agreeable, when a Man takes the 
Diicouste to himicif; but when you fee a Fellow 
watch for Opportunities for being Copious, it is 
excefively troubleiome. A Man thatftammers, if he 
has Underitanding, is to be attended with Patience 
and good Nature; but he that ipeaks more than 
he need, has no Right to uch an Indulgence. The 
Man wito has a Detect in his Speech takes Pains to 
come to you, while a Man of a weak Capacity with 
Fjuency of Speech triumphs in out-running you. 


The Stammerer ftrives to be fit for your Company ; 
the loquacious Man endeavours to fhow you you 
are net fit for his. 

With Thoughts of this Kind do I always enter 
into that Man’s Company who is recommended as 
a Perfon that talks well; but if I were to chufe 
the People with whom I would {pend my Hours 
of Converfation, they thould be certainly fuch as 
laboured no farther than to make themtelves readi- 
ly and clearly apprehended, and would have Pa- 
tience and Curiofity to underftand me. To have 
good Senfe, and Ability to exprefs it, are the moft 
effential and neceifary Qualities in Companions. 
When Thoughts rife in us fit to utter, among fa- 
miliar Friends there needs but very little Care in 
cloathing thei. 

_Urbanus- is, ¥ take it, 2 Man one might live 
with whole Yeats, and enjoy all the Freeddin 
and Improvement imaginable, and yet be infen- 
fible of a Contradi¢tion to you in all the Mi- 
ftakes you can be guilty of. His great good 
Wiil to his Friends has produced in him fuch a 
general Deference in his Difcourfe, that if he dif- 
fers from you in his Senie of any Thing, he in- 
troduces his own Thoughts by fome agreeable 
Citcumlocution, or be has often oblerved tuch and 
{uch a Circumttance that made him of another 
Opinion. Again, where another would be apt to 
fay, This 1 am confident of, I may pretend to 
judge of this Matter as well as any body; Urbs- 
nus fays, 1 am verily perf{waded, I believe one may 
conclude. Ina Word, there is no Man more clear 
in his Thoughts and Expreflions than he is, or 
{peaks with greater Diffidence. You fhali hardl 

nd one Man of any Confideration, but you thafl 
obierve one of lefs Contequence form himfelf after 
hin, This happens to ys ey but the Man who 


{teals from him almoft every Sentiment he utters in , 


a whole Week, difguites the Theft, by carrying it 
with quite a different Air. _ Umbratils knows Urba- 
nus’s doubtful Way of Speaking proceeds from 
Good-Nature and Good-Breeding, and not from 
Uncertainty in hig Opinions. Unsbratils therefore 
has no more to do but repeat the Thoughts of Ur- 
banus in a pofitive Manner, and appear to the Un- 
ditcerning a wifer Maa than the Perton from whom 
he borrows: But thofe who kuow him, can fee 
the Servant in his Mafter’s Habit ; and the more 
he ftruts, the lefs do his Clethes appear his own. 

In Converiation, the Medium is neither to affect 
Silence or Eloquence ; not to value our Approbation, 
and to endeavour to cxcel us who are of your Com- 
pany, are equal Injuries. The great Enemies there- 
fore to good Company, and thote whotrangrefs molt 
againtt the Laws of Equality, (which is the Life of 


it) 
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fi) are, the Clown, the Wit, and the Pedant. 
A Clown, when he has Senfe, is con{cious of his 
Want of Education, and with an aukward Blunt- 
nefs hopes to keep himfelf in Countenance, by over- 
throwing the Uicof all polite Behaviour. He takes 
Advantage of the Reftraint good Breeding lays upon 
others not to offend him to trefpafs againft them, 
and is under the Man’s own Shelter while he in- 
trudes upon him. The Fellows of this Clafs are 
very frequent in the Repetition of the Words 
Rough and Manly. When thefe People happen to 
be by their Fortunes of the Rank of Gentlemen, 
they defend their other Abfurdities by an imperti- 
nent Courage ; and to help out the Defect of their 
Behaviour, add their being dangerous to their be- 
ing ditagrecable. This Gentleman (though he 
diipleafes, profefles to do to, and knowing that, 
dares {till go on to do fo) is not fo painful a Com- 
panicn as he who will pleate you againit your 
Will, and refolves to be a Wit. 

This Man upon all Occafions, and whoever he 
falls in Company with, talks in the faine Circle, 
and in the tame Round of Chat which he has 
learned at one of the Tables of this Coftee-houie, 
As Pociry is in it telfan Elevation above ordinary 
and coimon Sentiments, fo there is no Fop is io 
very near a Mad-man in indifferent Company as a 
Postical one. He is not apprehenfive that the Ge- 
nerality of the World are intent upon the Bufinets 
ot their own Fortune and Proteilion, and have as 
little Capacity as Curiofity to enter into Matters of 
Ornament or Speculation. 1 remember at a full 
Table in the City, one of thefe udiquitary Wits was 
entertaining the Company with a Soliloquy (for.fo 
I call it when a Man talks to thole who do not 
underitand lim) concerning Wit and Humour. 
An bonelt Gentleman who fate next to me, and 
was worth Half a Plumb, ftared at him, and ob- 
ferving there was fome Senfe, as he thought, mixed 
with his Impertinence, whifpered me, Take my Word 
jor it, this Fellow is more Knave than Fool, This was 
all my good Friend’: Applaufe of the wittieft Man 
of Talk that I was ever prefent at, which wante 
nothing to make it excellent but that there was no 
Occafion for it. 


The Pedant is fo obvious to Ridicule, that it- 
would be to be one to offer to explain him. He is 
a Gentleman fo well known, that there is none 
but thofe of his own Clats who do not laught at 
and void him. Pedaintry proceeds from much 
Reading and little Underitanding. A Pedant a- 
mong Men of Learning and Senfe, is like an igno- 
rant Servant giving an Account of a palite Conver- 
fation. You may find he has brought with him 
more than could hes entered into his Head with-- 
out being there, but fill that he is not a bit wifer 
than if ie had not been there at.all. ;
